Mrs. liiuehart mot 
him and almost broke a commandment 
when fchu saw his string of century 
bare, which is the longest in the coun- 
try, numbering 132. She expressed a 
desire to approach si.eh a number, but 
Mr. Fail-child laughed at the idea. It i<= 
sometimes a dangerous thing to laugh 
at a. woman, even such an amiable one 
as the average 
wheelvvoman.

Rinehart then an'l there swore in- 
wardly that she would bring her list of 
centuries to the 100 notch before the 
end of the .year. Only about five month 
remained for her work and she had but 
30 bars. From that time no one heard 
anything of her riding, but she was 
seen frequently skimming at a fast 
pace over the road. All the while, how- 
ever, she was making- her wonderful 
record, and the fact came out when she 
one day made a fast double century,

They were ridde:i 
on July 22, on August ".and on Septem- 
ber 27. On the last ride Mrs. Itinehart 
covered the distance in 16 hours and 18 
minutes. Tlie Century Road club al- 
lowed her a state record on this feat, al- 
though the record lias been 
lowered 


since. It is a little singular that the 
best time in which she ever rode a cen 
tury was made on this ride, her secont 
century that day being- ridden in seven 
hours and forty-threeminutes. She cov- 
ered the last20 miles in an even hour. 


When Mrs. Rinehart began to ride she
